If  your  pockethook  allows  or  fate  or 
the  desire  to  nee  the  country  compAi 
you  to  remain  in  Euglahd,  there  are 
ports  where  you  can  ride  on  your  wheal 
*ith  great  Nttirfsctieu  aud  at  groat  ejii- 
pense.  Nothing  could  be  more  beautiful 
tbon  the  midland*,  lovelier  than  the 
counties  that  surround  Loudon,  but 
,  westward  go  no  farther  than  Bristol  hr 
Trcrct  northward  than  Chester,  avoid¬ 
ing  Manchester— that  is,  unless  you 
n>«on  to  go  etin  farther  north  into  Scot¬ 
land,  which  at  times  will  repay  yoffir 
enterprise.

bring  it  to  a  good  result.  ’  Then  Me  In¬ 
terrogates  tlie  patient  about  tho  circum¬ 
stances  of  his  attack.  ’Sir,  do  not  be 
displeased  or  take  it  ill,  but  whiffi  did 
your  illness  begin?’  following  thii  with 
many  other  questions,  the  auswffiffi  to 
which  are  recorded  as  indication#  fur¬ 
nished  by  tho  patient. 

"When  all  the  questions  called  for 
by  the  case  have  been  asked,  the  con¬ 
sultants  retire  to  another  room,  Where 
they  will  be  alone,  for  in  all  consulta¬ 
tions  the  masters  dispute  with  one  an¬ 
other  in  order  the  better  to  discua  the 
truth,  and  sometimes  they  com#^  to  a 
pass  in  the  heat  of  discussion  wki^ 
would  cause  strangers  witnessing  their 
proceeding  to  suppose  there  were  discord 
and  strife  among  them.  This  is  some¬ 
times  the  case.  ’’—“Fourteenth  Owitury 
Doctors,”  by  M.  E.  Nicaiae,  in  Popular 
Science  Monthly. 

Mosart’a  Method.

Thestj  he  enjoyed  immensely, 
frequently  interrupting  her  with  hearty 
bursts  of  laughter  and  sometiafcs  even 
falling  from  the  stool  and  rolling  on  the 
floor.  But  amid  all  this  hilarity  aud 
uproar  the  flow  of  music  which  was  to 
tuove  the  world  went  steadily  CO.  His 
productions  were  wrought  without  the 
least  thought  or  study,  but  came  almost 
unbidden  "direct  from  heaven.**  Like 
Shakespeare,  he  was  purely  the  creature 
of  inspiration,  a  genius  of  the  highest 
order.
